DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-3 are allowed. 

Examiner's Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art fails to render obvious the claimed semi-active radar guidance 
system including, inter alia, first means responsive to vibration-induced changes in the 
automatic frequency control (AFC) circuitry and generating a control signal and second 
means for correcting the polarity of the frequency control signal as claimed. 

The prior art discloses AFC circuitry in missile guidance radar systems. 
Exemplary of the prior art is US 3569965 A to Bagley, who shows an AFC circuit (36) in 
a missile guidance system as shown in Figure 1 (reprinted below). 
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However, Bagley fails to render obvious the claimed method and apparatus for 
addressing the problem of phase reversal of the reference signal for the AFC circuit via 
correcting the polarity of the frequency control signal as claimed.
